With more cantelour cschioune than cus- 
tomers on the ,farmérs’ market 
today, vendora4resorted to-‘nfid- 
way barker tactics to push sales 
on a market that all agreed was 
dull. Its dullness was traced .to 
the Labor Day weekend which 
earlier resulted in mass buying 
for the last holiday in summer. 
Canteloupe were offered at from 
S cents to 50 cents, depending 
on size. 

Despite lack of interest in the 
offerings, a truck load of peaches 
from the Niagara District found 
eager buyers. who scrambled for 
top-quality produce selling for 
55 to 60 cents per six-quart bas- 
ket. Domestic peaches sold for 
45 “cents. 

At noon prices began to topple 
on corn when jt was offered for 
35 cents per dozen, Earlier, 40 
cents was the asking and going 
price. Tomatoes were offered at 
45 cents for six quarts while toth 
blue and green gage plums to- 
gether with pears sold at 60 
cents per six quarts. ‘ 

Apparently ynable to reach ac- 
cord, some farmers asked four 
dollars per bushel for potatoes, 
while others were content to ac- 
cept $3.50 for similar quantities.

The Wea government quickly 
closed the border to imports of 
Mexican cattle. Mexico, by its own 
admission, was in no position to 
tackle the swiftly-spreading plague. 

The U.S. government offered to 
help Mexico with an eradication 
program. Mexico accepted. 

The result ‘vas a long, hard 
struggle in which U.S. ant Mexican 
veterinarians and technicians 
joined hands to control and finally 
to eliminate the disease. Both coun- 
tries now are reaping rewards from 
this unique, hands-across-the-border 
co-operative effort. 

Sept. I the U.S. re-opened the 
border to Mexican livestock. This 
them | action will permit Mexican cattle- 
men to regain a place’ in-the US.

However, Mrs, 
Boyd said the letters were the 
initials of herself and her children 
and each cross represented a kiss 
from each. 

The radio appeal was recorded 
and broadcast by radio station 
CKEY at intervals during the night. 


Police Skeptical 


Police doubted the appeals would 
help. “One official said of~Boyd; 
“I don’t think there is a sentimen- 
tal bone in his body, I'l] jyst about 
drop dead if he pays any attention 
to such an appeal." 

Boxes of hand grenades were 
added to the police arsenal‘as they 
prepared for a possible pitched 
battle with the fugitives. Officers 
assigned to the capture, if it comes, 
will carry grenades, bren-guns, 
high-powered rifles, sub-machine- 
guns, shotguns and tear gas bombs. 
They will wear armor plate for pro-

hunt the whale amid the treach- 
erous ice of Baffin Bay or its 
subsidiary Melville Bay. __ 

‘ Canada was among the iast to 
hear of the tragedy although ‘the 
whalers, operating in Baffin Bay, 
were as often in what would now 
be called Canadian waters as they 
were in those of Greenland, the 
land mass to the East. 

On June 10, 1830, the rich 
whaling grounds had attracted a 
fleet of 50 ships to Melville Bay. 
A southwest wind drove the ice 
about them and they strove 
anxiously to escape to clear 
water and start the hunt. Twenty- 
three vessels crept through a 
narrow channel and St closed be- 
hind them. 

The wind came up again and 
six of the freed ships were caught 
in a new ice’ pack. A great floe 
picked up the Eliza Swan and 
flung her against the St. Aftirew, 
then went on to dash agalnst the 
Baffin, Achilles, Ville de Dieppe
